Federal Judge Archie O. Daw­ 
son held that Costello had will­

m isrepresented 
and 
con­ 
cealed m aterial facts” in obtain­ 
ing citizenship Sept. IO. 1925. 
The government claim ed Costel­ 
lo becam e a citizen fraudulently 
by concealing his bootlegging op­ 
erations and a 1915 conviction for 
carrying a concealed weapon. 
The action by the court today 
paves the way for the government 
to proceed with its deportation 
plans.

Councilman Jack V. Sawyer, 
head of the Morrisville Police 
Committee stated today that this 
main efforts in the police force 
situation were to keep the taxes 
down. Sawyer also stated that he 
was still in favor of an eight 
man police force in the borough. 
The eight men would get a $500 
per year increase and a $110 
clothing allowance. 
“It should be the aim of the 
council to keep the goverment as 
efficient as possible and still keep 
•the taxes down,” he added. 
R aises E asy 
Sawyer commented that anyone 
can go into a public office and 
raise taxes to solve a problem. 
The real solution comes in solv­ 
ing the problem without raising 
the borough revenue upon the 
residents. 
“The question now is just how 
are these people expected to pay 
these taxes,” he said. 
“ I gave council two proposals 
in the past, one of which was to 
have an eight man force. This 
would bring the police budget well 
below $62,000,” he added. 
At a meeting of the borough 
council held Wednesday, which 
Sawyer was unable to attend be­ 
cause of illness, the council voted 
tentatively to give the nine man 
police force a $200 raise. The

would be effective April I, and 
would not be retroactive.

Secretary Robert Steward, speak­ 
ing on behalf of other borough 
employees, said that they feel 
that they should get a raise also.
